The young woman was hurt by. flying 
timbers during the tornado, sustaining a 
gevere injury to her head, from the effects 
of which she never fully recovered. All 
gtorms were terrifying to her, and if the 
gale were fierce the girl almost’ went into 
ap xysm of.terror. 

The result was her mind gave way, and 
during the latter’ part of August, at the 
earnest request of relatives, Mrs. Gempp 
reluctantly consented to ‘her removal to 
the insane, asylum.

W. H. Clemens, 5570 Etzel avenue, con- 
trector and pu lder, and Riley Wallace, car- 
penier, 1926 Gratiot street, are the victims. 

Both are terribly injured. Clemens’, legs 
are fractured in several places, and he has 
internal injuries. 

Both of Wallace’s legs are broken. his 
back and hips are badly sprained, his nose

The accident occurred at the sheds of 
the St. Louis Cotton Compress Company. 
The building was wrecked by tHe tornado 
and is just being rebuilt. Clemens had con- 
tracted to do the work and worked with 
his men. 

He and Wallace were on the cross-beams, 
thirty-one feet from the ground, when a 
large beam broke, carrying down with it 
a section of the work and the two men.

The train jumped the rails on a curve 
though at a much slackened rate from the 
regular speed. Had it gone a few feet 
further it would have crashed into the 
abutment of the bridge and fallen into the 
brook. The instant reversing of the loco- 
motive atthe moment of derailing prevented 
a serious calam.ty.

Austria demands that the Turkish Gov- 
ernment order a salute of the Austrian flag, 
that the Governor of Adana, in which dis- 
trict Mersina is situated, be dismissed from 
his pest and that the Mutossariff or local 
Governor of Mersina be removed. It was an- 
nounced on Tuesday that the Porte had 
agreed to the demands of Austria, but this 
turned out to be premature, and the Sultan, 
buoyed up by the easy victory of the Turk- 
ish troops over those of Greece during the 
recent war, will not, it is believed, yield un- 
til the last moment. 

Brazzafelli, who was the agent at Mer- 
sina, the port of Adana of the Austria- 
Lloyd Steamship Co., was expelled from 
Mersina last month, because he was sus- 
pected, rightly or wrongly, bythe Turkish 
authorities of having intrigued against the 
Government of the Sultan. He appealed to 
the Austrian Government, the latter made 
representations on the subject to the Porte 
and eventually Brazzafelli was allowed to 
return to Mersina. But when the Austrian 
merchant attempted to land, the local min- 
or officials with the knowledge of the Vall 
of Adana and the Mutossariff of Mersina 
it is claimed, allowed Brazzafelli to be 80 
grossly maltreated that he was compelled to 
appeal to the Austrian Consul for protec- 
tion. The latter promptly interfered in 
behalf of his compatriot and was himself 
repeatedly insulted. This action upon the 
part of the authorities and others of Mer- 
sina was soon brought to the attention of 
the Austrian Government and caused the 
latter to insist upon redress, namely, the 
dismissal of the two Turkish officials who 
were shown to be the most responsible for 
the indignities heaped upon the Austrian 
Consul and the merchant, Brazzafelli, and 
a salute to the Austrian flag by a Turkish 
fort or warship, 


VIENNA, Nov. 17.—The Turkish Government, not having yielded to the de 
mands of the Government of Austria for redress on account of the indignities of- 
fered to an Austrian merchant of Mersina, Herr Brazzafelli, the Austrian Ambas-

The newspapers of Vienna to-day dis- 
cuss the incident at length and express the 
hope that the Turkish Government, recog- 
nizing its mistake, will give Austria the 
satisfaction she insists upon, 

Austria, in additfon to the demands men- 
tioned, will insist upon the Porte furnish- 
ing her with definite assurances respecting 
other matters, notably the complaints made 
by the officials of the Austrian company 
operating the Oriental railroads, which have 
frequently been brought to the attention of 
the Turkish Government. 

In this connection it is announced here 
this morning that in addition to dispatching 
the cruiser Franz Joseph and the coast de- 
fense ship Wien and other vessels of the 
Austrian squadron in Cretan waters to Mer- 
sina, with instructions to obtain satisfac- 
tion for the conduct complained of upon the 
part of the Turkish officials, the Austrian 
ships will at noon to-morrow, unless the 
Porte has granted the demands of Austria 
by that time, stop all traffic on the Oriental 
railroads, and, it is semil-officially an- 
nounged, have recourse to other important 
political reprisals. 

The Austrian dispatch boat at Constanttl- 
nople, with the representatives of the Aus- 
trian Embassy on board, will accompany the 
Austrian squadron at Mersina.

BIG FORCE OF WORKERS. 


Three Hundred Men Will Cleanse the 
Place and One Hundred Bluecoats 
Will Guard the Prisoner's 
in the Police Court. 


The jail will be thoroughly fumigated 
early Sunday morning. It will require sixty 
parrels of sulphur, three barrels of car- 
bolic acid and one barrel of alcohol, Chief 
Sanitary Inspector Francis will have charge 


of the fumigation. 
The prisoners will be taken out of the 


jail. The more dangerous will be placed in 
the hold-over, while the others will be 
kept in Judge Peabody’s court-room under 


police guard. 
Chief Harrigan has consented to furnish 


100 policemen. These officers will be used 
to transfer the prisoners from the jail and 
to guard them while the jail is being fu- 


migated. 
The entire force of sanitary inspectors 


will be employed. The street department 
will furnish tweniy men for the heavy 


work. 
These men will first scrub out the jail, 
washing everything from top to bottom. 


Then 300 pan-burners, burning sulphur, 
will be distributed throughout the jail. 

While this is burning the jail will be 
Closed. Every window, door, skylight and 
other opening will be tightly fastened so 
as to keep all the fumes of the sulphur in. 

After the fires are started there will be 
no one in the jail. This will require about 
two hours. 

Then the carbolic acid will be poured in 
all corners and crevices, removing all 
filth and destroying all vermin and germs. 

Jailer Huebler expects to have the pris- 
oners back in their cells by noon Sunday. 
The jail will be cleaner Sunday afternoon 
than it has been for a long tinfe. HEH has 
never been fumigated. 

Th‘'s fumigation is expected to check the 
prevailing or almost epidemie jail  sick- 
ness. 

This fumigation of the jail is the result ef 
the Mayor's visit to the place Tuesday, ac- 
companied by the Grand-jury. 

So deeply impressed was the Mayor with 
the disgraceful conditions in ‘the jail that he 
sent a special message to the Municipal As- 
sembly Tuesday evening, setting forth tne 
necessity of immediate improvement and 
inviting members of the Assembly to join 
him in an inspection of the jail Wednesday 
evening.

that the jail was a disgrace to the city, and 
that it was barbarous to there confine hu- 
man beings. 

The walls of the cells aré plastered with 
newspapers and flaming posters, stuck there 
by inmates, and it was found that under 
the paper cockroaches swarmed by thou- 
sands.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—It is said to be 
the present intention of President McKinley 
not to incorporate the recent Spanish corre- 
epondence in his annual message to Con- 
gress. He ®es not deem it compatible with 
the public interest to publish the full text 
of the notes pending further correspond- 
ence, and the “arrving out of the promises 
made by the Spanish Government. The pa- 
pers will be ac ‘essible to members of the 
committees of foreign affairs for their guid-

Smoke Abatement Is All Right, With- 
in Bounds, Says the Attor- 
ney Who Fought It.

Owing :o the decision handed down Tues- 
day by Judge Gantt of the State Supreme 
Court that the smoke ordinance of St. 
Louis is invalid and unconstitutional, the 
members of the Citizens’ Smoke Abate- 
ment Association held a conference on 
Wednesday afternoon with Attorney Eu- 
j; ene McQuillan, counse] for the associa- 
tion, and Uscussed plans for the future. 
Ali agreed that the association must not 
Go out of existence, and an effort will be 
made to have a proper ordinance for the 
abatement of smoke passed, 

When asked for his opinion of the re- 
cent decis'on and the possibility of having 
a legal ordinance passed for the abolition of 
smoke, William A. Alderson, the attorney 
for several concerns that have been brought 
into court under the old ordinance, made 
the following statement: 

“The cases of the city of St. Louis against 
Edward Heitzeberg Packing and Proyision 
Company and the city of St. Louis against 
the Regina Flour Mill Company were in- 
stituted by the city of St. Louis to punish 
the defendants for violation of the well- 
known smoke ordinance, which prohibits 
‘the emission into the open air of dense 
black, or thick gray smoke.’ These cases 
originated in the police court of the city, 
where judgment was rendered against the 
defendants, and they appealed to the Court 
of Criminal Correction, where, on trial, 
Judge Murphy held that the city must show 
actual damage done by the smoke emitted 
from the establishments of the defendants, 
and, as such showing could not be made, 
udgment was rendered for the defendants. 
‘rom the judgment rendered in the Court 
of Criminal Correction the city appealed to 
the Supreme Court, and, because of the 
importance of the question involved, the 
cases were transferred to court en banc. 

‘Mr. Louis A. Steber represented the de- 
fendants, and by courtesy of Mr. Steber, 
}and by permission of the Supreme Court, I 
made an oral argument in the case in the 
Supreme Court, and also presented a print- 
ed argument, assisting Mr. Steber in behalf 
of the defendants. This was because the 
cases were presented as a test of the valid- 
ity of the smoke ordinance, and I had been 
employed by the Buck Stove and Range Co. 
and a dozen other manufacturing establish- 
ments in the city to assail the ordinance, 
and hud several smoke cases pending in the 
Court of Criminal Correction awaiting the 
decision of the cases in the Supreme Court, 
which were decided yesterday. We con- 
tended in the Supreme Court that the ordi- 
nance was invalid because unreasonable, 
and this is the view of the Supreme Court, 
as declared in its opinion. 1 know that 
there is not a single one of my clients who 
is not heartily in favor of the suppression 
or abatement of smoke, and who would not 
willingly do all that is reasonable to attain 
such purpose. It was not contended that 
the city of St. Louis could not regulate the 
use of soft coal, and the Supreme Court 
concedes such power to the city, it being 
declared that ‘it is entirely consistent for 
the city to pass a reasonable ordinance 
looking to the suppression of smoke when 
it becomes a nuisance to property or heaith 
or annoying to the public at large.’. There 
is no occasion for the Smoke Abatement 
Association to disband. The enactment of 
a reasonable or proper ordinance will ac- 
complish all thet could possibly be done 
toward the abatement of smoke. Certainly 
the old ordinance was most arbitrary and 
unreasonable, in that it did not in any way 
regard time, quantity or location,”

Bananas will be the cheapest fruit to be 
had this winter. Apples, even with Mis- 
souri’s bountiful crop, will not be dhy 
cheaper to St. Louisans than they are in 
Eastern cities, where they have fceund 
great favor. 

As for vegetables, the thoicest to be had 
are home grown, hot-house products, such 
as radishes, cucumbers, lettuce and toma- 
toes. 

Few of these vegetables from Florida and 
Louisiana are in market and dealers say 
that the home products are so superior to 
any that come from the ext e South 
that the home brands are favored where 
the difference in price is not too marked. 

Home grown cucumbers coesnmand $1.50 
a dozen and tomatoes 10c and lic a quart, 
and they are So large it does not take a 
half dozen to make that measure. 

The choicest lot of home grown mush- 
rooms are bringing 50c and Tic a pound, 
while Brussels sprouts bring 30c and 25c 
a quart, and radishes, small, are 5c a 
bunch. 

Sweet potatoes are plentiful and cheap, 
but Irish potatoes are scarce and advanc- 
ing in price.

Mrs, Maggie Ennis, wife of J. L. Ennis, 
gave a forthcoming bond and stopped the 
sale, saying that seventy-eight of the shares 
belonged to ‘her and that only one belonged 
to Mr. Ennis. 

In this condition the case was moved into 
the Circuit Court. Seidel claimed that Ennis 
in reality owned the stock, having paid the 
money for it. Mrs. Ennis stoutly asserted 
that the stock belonged to her. 

Two days were consumed in hearing the

evidence, and then the jury locked horns on 
it.

THE SMOKE DECISION. 


The Smoke Abatement Association has 
done good work for St. Louls and it is 
a pity that the Supreme Court has put 
a stop to that work by deciding that 
the present anti-smoke law is defective. 
The immediate result of the decision is 
likely to be a large increase in the murki- 
ness of St. Louis’ atmosphere, with a 
corresponding increase in the death rate 
from pulmonary and kindred diseases. 
Unless such an ordinance is soon passed 
as will abate the smoke and stand the 
test of an appeal to the Supreme Court, 
St. Louis will suffer in health, in wealth, 
in attractiveness and in favor as a resi- 
dence city. 

There is no reason why such a law 
should not be framed and passed. It 
should be as searching and severe as 
is compatible with actual conditions. It 
should not be open to the charge of ig- 
noring the possible. After taking into 
consideration what can be done, it should 
define what must not be done. In the 
language of the Supreme Court, it must 
be a “reasonable” law. Such laws usual- 
ly stand. 

St. Louis cannot afford to be a wide- 
open town in rezard to smoke any more 
than in the matter of gambling or any 
other evil that a modern city should be 
ashamed of. There are a number of 
inventions that can and-.do abate smoke. 
Every factory, mill, business house and 
public building should be required to do 

its best in applying the existing remedies. 
It is to the interest of every owner of a 
furnace plant to abate the smoke, which 
means loss in fuel.

THE ELEMENT OF 

Commenting on deadly sports, a hu- 
morous publication recently drew a com. 
Parison between death on the foot ball 
field and death tn the prize ring, which 
was unfavorable to the former. The 
point upon which the difference hinged 
was that the person of the man who is 
“floored” in the prize ring is sacred. 

The point is well taken, and suggests 
the kind of change in the rules and 
in methods of Play which is required to 
reduce danger on the foot ball field to 
@minimum. Most of the accidents occur 
in scrimmages when the teams are 
massed in struggles for advantage. The 
scrimmages should be abolished. This 
abojition would practically eliminate 
danger to life among skillful players and 
would greatly reduce it among unskill- 
ful players. It would emphasize and de. 
velop science and Strategy in the game. 

The one brutal and dangerous element 
of the present game is the rushing of 
masses of men on one and their inevi- 
table tangling up on the ground. The 
person of the “downed” foot ball player 
should be as sacred as the person of the

A OURIOSITY IN CRIME. 

The case of William Carr of Liberty, 
Mo., Was brought to a quick and appro- 
ee close by the sentence of death im- 
posed upon the man ye r 2 
<a yesterday by Judge 

It is one of the most horrible murder 
cases in the records of Missouri. Carr 
confessed that he drowned his own child 
& prattling girl scarcely out of infancy, 
as one would drown a cat ora dog. He 
did it, he said, to please his wife, the 
girl's stepmother. Upon his own confes- 
sion, supported by corroborating evi- 
dence, the Judge edéndemned Carr to 
death. _Not a motion has been made in 
stay of execution. The proceeding is un- 
usual, but {it Will be unanimously ap- 
proved by_ those who read the accounts 
of the crime and the confession of the 
criminal. 

To the normal mind the depravity of 
Carr is incomprehensible. As a criminal 
type he is an Interesting study. The fact 
that the motive alleged for the crime waa 
Carr’s love for Kis wife renders the case 
the more interesting. One theory for 
Which there is some basis is that the 
woman slew the child and the man threw 

| the body into the river to shield his wife. 

In either event and from all stand- 
points it Is a remarkable case. A clear 
glimpse of the miked motives which led 
the man to either commit the murder or 


cy would have to be filled otherwise as 
provided by law. Judge Rombauer af- 
firms the honorable object of enforcing 
the Jaw and clearing the judiciary from 
the stain and reproach of corrupt prac- 
tices. 

While the Post-Dispatch profoundly re- 
grets the circumstances for the sake of 
Judge Bland, of the judiciary of Missouri 
and of the Democracy, we are bound to 
recognize in this action the logical out- 
come of the widely heralded charges 
against Judge Bland and of the mass of 
contradictory denials and cross-state- 
ments which have flooded the newspa- 
pers, If Judge Bland and his campaign 
managers are innocent of wrong-doing, 
they will welcome the opportunity offered 
by this action publicly to vindicate them- 
selves and clear the record of a shadow 
of corruption.

My expert- 
ence is.that those who stand foremost ip the 
Synagogue of a Sunday and are engaged the rest 
of the week in bribing aldermen or getting up 
stock jobbing schemes to defraud widows and or- 
phans are the most dangerous members of 60- 
ciety.’’

DID NOT ABSCOND 


Banker Weathers Uxplains His Disap- 
pearance From Home. 


CINCINNATI, O., Nov. 17.—The following 
message was sent last night from Leaven- 
worth, Ind., by Mr. Jvhn H. Weathers, 
president of the failed banks at Marengo, 
Leavenworth and English, Ind.: 

“The report that I absconded when the 


bank failed is entirely false. I left last 
Saturday to find Cashier Willett to get him 
to come back. I1 went to Louisville and 
from there to Owensboro, Ky. 

“My search was unsuccessful, though I 
have a clew to Willett’s whereabouts. I re- 
turned to Leavenworth last night. 
“To-day I went to Corydon, where I met 
a committee of the depositérs of the banks. 
R. Cc. Arnold was named as assignee and he 
gave bond. He will take charge of the 
banks to-morrow. I propose to realze on 
the asgets which we have. The liabilities 
of the three banks amount to about $100,000 
and the assets to $120,000 approximately. 
These assets consist of loans, bills receive- 
able, valuable securities, etc. 

‘In my judgment every creditor of the 

banks will be paid in full. With my prop- 
erty, I think. the assets will reach the fig- 
ures I mention, and every dollar's worth I 
have in the world shall be turned over to the 
creditors of the bank of which I was Pres- 
ident. 
“T cannot explain Willett’s flight. He has 
dohe nothing wrong that I can learn of. I 
understand that his relatives stand ready 
to make good whatever deficit there may 
exis: in his accounts, if any does exist. 

‘*The failure was caused, I think, Dy un- 
fortunate investments. Willett had ex- 
clusive management of the banks. I am a 
lawyer by profession and have been in prac- 
tice all the time. Wilhett, I suppose, 
branched out too far. He tied up a good deal 
of the ‘bank's money in stich a way that we 
could not get it When needed. Within the 
last six months he tied up in a spoke fac- 
tory here $25.000, which he was unable [9 
get back. 

“Tt don’t know anything about these sto- 
ries of Willett’s speculating in Chicago. I 
don’t believe he ever did speculate.”’

DOVER, N. H., Nov. 17.—Mrs. Marilla M. 
Ricker, who gained considerable public at- 
tention recently by applying for the place 
of Minister to Colombia, has shifted her 
ambition, and is a candidate for Congress.

Supt. Benedict Marvels at the Ignos 
rance of Some Persons. 


Silas Benedict, superintendent of the Fire 
Alarm Telegraph, is in despair over the 
ignorance of many people regarding fire 
alarms. 

“It seems to me that intelligent person@ 
Ought to understand plain English,” said 
he. “On all our keyless boxes are signs 
saying ‘Open the door and pull the hook.’ 


“There is one of those boxes near my 
home. There was also a woodshed fire near 
my house. The alarm was a long time i! 
getting in and, as usual, this o and 
the department were blamed. I investigat- 
ed ard found out the truth. 

“Three men declared that they each 
turned in an alarm, so I question them. 
They all did the same thing. They rushed 
up to the keyless box and turned the handle, 
so that the bell in the door rang out nice 
and loud. They thought that was all that 
was required. It is not. That gong in the 
door has nothing to do with the alarm 
proper. It is merely to attract attention te 
the fact that someone is fooling with the 
box. The alarm is not turned in until the 
hook is pulled. 

“T want to insist that this fact be kept 
constantly before t pubic, Pull that 
hook! Don’t be afraid to pull it. Two or 
three pulls from the same box are not go- 
ing to hurt anything. Only the fire 
know how to turn in a second or gene 
alarm. Get the alarm into the conceal e 


hook yourself and be sure. 
“Any citizen can get a key to the key 
boxes. We want them to have them, 
all private watchmen should have 
know where the nearest box is.

THE RESULT WAS A LAW SUIT. 


Jury Agrees That the Cass Avenue 
Grocers Must Pay the Chi- 
cago Scale Makers. 


Ludlow & Co., scalemakers of Chicago, re- 
covered a judgment in Judge Withrow’s 
court Wednesday morning against Kloster- 
man & Bros., grocers, 1640 Cass avenue, for 
the price of one of the “‘ ’97 model” scales. 

The case is funny in some respects, and 
shows the fateh that the Klostermans have 
in the mechanical inventions of the nine- 
teenth century. 

An agent of Ludiow & Co. came to them 
with a sample of the “ '97 model’’ scale. It 
was a small counter scale with a platform, 
and three weight beams instead of only one 
as on ordinary scales. By an adjustment of 
the weights along the bars the scales do 
sums in simple arithmetic and show the total 
price of so many pounds of goods at a given 
price per pound. That is all the makers 
claim for thé scales. They will show the 
cost of any weight of goods at from 3 to © 
cents a pound. 

The agent showed the Klostermans just 
how it worked and the rere so ares 
with it that they ordered one for $75. 

The scale was duiy delivered and set up 
and then the trouble began. The scales 
worked all right on elmple problems of 
straight multiplication. Then camea rush 
of business. A little girl came in with a very 
innocent proposition. Her mother wanted 
her to get a dime’s worth of butter. She 
had the dime and the bucket to carry the 
butter in. One of the Klosterman boys put 
the bucket on the scales and then tried to 
figure it out. 

Butter was 17% cents a pound and at 17% 
cents a pound how much would 10 cents 
worth be on the scales. The problem was 
more than the scales could solve, so the 
Klostermans got mad and sent them back to 
ihe makers, saying they were no good. 

A jury heard the whole story and decided 
that the scales were just what they were 
represented to be, but that they could not 
work miracles. The fury agree that the 
Klostermans must pay for the scales.

WILL PROCEED ON HIS OWN RE-

THE LAW AUTHORIZES THIS. 


Judge Biggs’ Inquiry Into the Filing 
of Judge Bland’s Statement of 
Expenditures Under the Cor- 


rupt Practices Act.

“The Post-Dispatch may assure the peo- 
ple.”’ said Judge Roderick E. Rombauer, 
Wednesday, “that civil proceedinge wll be 
begun by me under the provisions of the cor- 
rupt practices law, to determine the right of 
Judge Bland to occupy a seat on the bench 
of the St. Louis Court of Appeals, in view 
of his own letters of admission of facts 
connected with the retirement of Judge 
North from the Populist ticket. 

“The precise nature of the procedure ie 
described in sections 11 and 12 of the cor- 
rupt practices law, which says: ‘It shall be 
the duty of the Attorney-General, within 
ten days after the receipt of application 
and bond (from the person who recelved the 


next highest number of votes for such of-- 


fice), to begin an action against euch pub- 
lic officer (charged with a violation of this 
law) or to instruct the Prosecuting Attorney 
ef the county in which such public officer 
resides to bring such action within ten days 


after such notice, to have said office de- 


clared vacant.’ 

“The action will be conducted according to 
the rules prescribed against the usurper of 
an office or franchise. It is made the duty 
of the prosecuting attorney to bring such 
action within ten days after the receipt 
of such notice from the Attorney General. 

“Tt rests with me to take the initiative, 
as Iam the candidate who received the next 
highest number of votes. I shall make ap- 
plication to the Attorney General to have 


the suit instituted. If he refuses or neglects 
to act within ten days, or if the prosecuting 
attorney should refuse or neglect to act 
within ten days after receiving notice frdédm 
the Attorney General, then I shall proceed 
on my own motion, as the law provides. 

‘Il sincerely regret that this controversy 
has taken a partisan turn. The people, gen- 
erally, are not interested in making political 
capital for one party or another, but they 
have an abiding interest in the purty of 
the courts. I have sa‘d before that felt 
free to take the initiative in-this matter, 
because 1 would refuse to become the bene- 
ficiary and thus divest the proceeding of 
what might otherwise appear to be partisan 
olitics. [ am only interested in preserving 
he integrity of the bench.”’ 

Under the corrupt practices law Judge 
Rombauer will accompany his application 
to the Attorney General with a bond in the 
sum of $1,000 to secure the costs of the 


case. 

Judge Big of the Court of Appeals is 
named by Secretary of State Lesueur as 
the man who asked information of the State 
department as to whether Judge Biand had 
filed his statement of campaign expenses. 

Secretary Lesueur says in a card, pub- 
lished Wednesday morning: 

“On June 27, 1897, I received a letter, dated 
Loui: ana, Mo., June 26 1897, from Judge 
Wiliam H. Bi ZS requesting me to send 
him a copy of the statement of election ex- 
pengses filed by Judge Bland under the cor- 
rupt p ces act. The document was 
looked for, but, unfortunately, in the wrong 
place, and I came to the conclu: »>n that in 
ome way it had technically failed to be 
properly filed, hence I replied to Judge 
Biggs in th's language: ‘il am in receipt of 
yours of the 26th inst., and upon examina- 
tion find that Judge Bland failed to file a 
statement of his expenses under the corrup: 
practices act.’ At the time I had it in mind 
to investigate the subject further and ascer- 
tain exactly the true condition in regard to 
this statement bur in the multiciplicity of 
affairs it passed from my mind. The state- 
ment in the above letter was erroneous and 
caused from the fact that the correct box, 
containing the certificate was not at the 
time examined. 

I regret exceedingly that the error should 
have been made in the letter of June 29. ag 
Judge Bland’s certificate was properly and 
legally filed within the time designated by 
law and on the date as siated in my cer- 
tificate, i. e.. Nov. 20, 1898.’"’ 

Judge Biggs was asked Wednesday to 
state why he made inquiries Into the filing 
of a certificate by Judge. Bland. He an- 
swered:

Later in the 
season we expect to open a permanent 
shelter. In the temporary house we can 
accommodate 170 persons, but if the need 
comes I propose to throw open any or all 
of our buildings to the poor. 

“Our big rescue home, the finest in the 
country, will be dedicated December HM, by 
Commander and Mrs. Bovth-Tucker. The 
home is at 3740 Marine avenue, a splendid 
building, the gift of Mr. Steward, the 
eontractor. It is valued at $29,000. The la- 
dies of St. ouis will tender Mrs. Booth- 
Tucker a reception, perhaps at the South- 
ern Hotel, on the afternoon of Degember 
15. The Commander will conduct the rescue 
demonstration that night at Music Hall, 
and afterwards will deal with his coloniza- 
tion scheme. 

“The rescue work is peculiarly suecessful 
with us. In one country alone last year, 
1,630 women passed through our homes, Of 
this number 1,432 were satisfactory and only 
201 unsatisfactory. This is a big percentage 
of good. Our average of rescues per year, 
in all countries, is 3,000. 
themselves contributed from their wages 
$300 to the support of the homes in which 
they had once beeen installed while they 
were starting upon the new life.” 

Maj. Miles says that since coming to St. 
Louis a few days ago he has been working 
night and day to inaugurate his new plans, 
review the field and become acquainted with 
his work.

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JIM SHELDON REFUSES TO TELL 
WHO MURDERED POLICEMAN 
NICHOLAS HUNT. 


BRAVE OFFICER'S FUNERAL. 


Police Authorities to Honor the Mem- 
ory of the Patrolman Slain 
by a Highwayman. 


The police have made little progress in 
their search for the companions of J‘m 
Sheldon, who robbed Groceryman Hetbel 
and murdered Patrolman Nick Hunt Mon- 
day night. 

Sheldon is being industriously ‘‘culti- 

vated’ by Chief Desmond, who places h'm 
in the “sweat-box’’ several times a day in 
the hope of inducing the prisoner to reveal 
the identity of his companions, Sheldon 
stoutly sticks to his original statement that 
he met them only a few hours before the 
hold-up. 
Among the fifty or more suspects arrested 
in the general round-up following the mur- 
der, William Hodges was the only one held 
for further investigation. Hodges was ar- 
rested at 935 North Broadway. It is said 
he was only recently released from the 
House of Refuge, and his brother rank 
was sent to the penitentiary a week ago 
for burglary and larceny. 

The landlady of the house where Hodges 
was arrested said he was out Monday night 
until 10 o’clock, and was soaking wet when 
he came home. He has an aunt living near 
where the robbery was committed. 

The remainder of the suspects were either 
released outright or sent to the police court 
Wednesday, where they were given hours 
to leave town. 

The Board of Police Comm'issioners at the 
meeting Tuesday adopted the following res- 
Olutions: 

Whereas, This board has. been informed that 
Patrolman Nicholas Hunt, of the Central Police 
District, came to his death this morning from a gun- 
shot wound inflicted by murderous highweymen, 
who had just previously held up and robbed several 
persons; and, 
Whereas, Officer Hunt captured one of the bigh- 
waymen and was in the act of pursning the other

The King, with an eye to health and san- 
Itation, will also erect three bath-houses 
on the river front, where his subject may 
take &@ swim without fear of the police. 
Each bath-house will accommodate forty 
bathepe and a nominal charge of 5 cents will 
be gfiade, including the use of towels and 
bathing trunks. 

Nor is this all. The King will overhaul his 
vessel, “Pride of St. Louis,” and change 
its motive power from gas engine to steam. 
He has a captain’s oeuse and will pilot the 
boat himself. It will be used to convey his 
subjects from the city wharf to the royal 
pleasure grounds, thereby saving them the 
walk from Broadway and Angelrodt streets, 
over unromantic mud heaps and garbage 
pits, and the debris of canned goods. 

, Phere has been one obstacle in the way of 
Planting the grove. This hae been the unwel- 
come tenancy of Rev. John Ramsey, col- 
ored, a ragpicker on week days and a 
preacher on Sundays. 

Mr. Ramsey dared to defy the King’s 
power and was served with a writ of eject- 
ment. But his estate was {n his wife’s name, 
so the proceedings fell through. Since then 
the cause has been revived, the ground rent 
of 50 cents a month has been refused by his 
majesty, and Justice Hammon will soon ren- 
der a decision in the premises. With the

The King was found surrounded by his 
Satelites, Tuesday evening. He corrected 
some erroneous impressions which prevail 
about Little Oklahoma. 

“Little Oklahoma,” he said, “is the one 
spot in St. Louis, perhaps in the whole 
world, where‘everybody lives in peace and 
harmony, and does to others as he would 
be done by. No one steals here. You can 
leave your ax or your pocket-knife on the 
ground, and it will be safe. The people 
here are men of independence and freedorn, 
who prefer not to be cramped up in tene- 
ments and alley dens. “Here they can live 
and have room to breathe at a rental of 50 
cents a month, There are all kinds of peo- 
ple here. Some work in rolling mills, soma 
are railroad men, soars are roustabouts, 
and from them up to’captains. I am a li- 
censed captain myself,” he added, with par- 
donable pride. Here is my picture in my 
captain’s uniforen, I was a roustabout once, 
and I have climbed up to be a captain. 

“T have been arrested fifty-three times for 
running a saloon and they have never col- 
lected 58 cents from me. I have been ing 
here for nine years. I offered to pay li- 
cense over and over again, but they never 
would take it from me, claiming that 
owned no property here. As a compromise 
with the law, 1 have now leased this ground 
from ex-Gov. Francie and Mr. Maffitt, who 
claim to own it, and now they can’t molest 
me. 

“T have been running this place under a 
license since June and there has never been 
a werd wrong, or an arrest made.” 

Just then a traveling hou@eboatman en- 
tered, to ask permission te tie up te the 
bank. 

‘‘How much do you charge to tie up?’’ 

“Twenty-five cents a month. If you pull 
up on the bank it will be 50 cents.’

The Rope Is That With Which the 
Gypsy, Worten, Was to Have 
Been Hanged—Guards on 
the Death Watch. 


This is the last day on earth for Tom 
Johnson, alias Henry Clay. Thursday he 
will be hanged for the murder of William 
Amend, a newsboy. 

Those who have visited him believe he 
does not realize that within a few hours 
he must surrender his life 

He is calm, talks incessantly and seems 
to enjoy the attentions given him, 

During Wednesday he occupied a seat in 
front of his cell—the condemned man’s cell, 
No. 45—with a deputy sheriff on either side 
of him. 

Occasionally, a8 some prisoner with whom 
Clay had fought in jail, passed his cell, 
the negro would turn to one of the deputy 
sheriffs and say: 

“There’s a nice stiff,”” or ‘‘What do you 
think of that corpse?’ or “That’s a bum 
thief.’’ 

Besides this show of venom the feeling 
that there is a life beyond the gallows has 
imbued the murderer and for two weeks 
he has been in daily communication with 
Father McErhane. 

Clay was baptized a Catholic after his 
indictment. Now he says he is a good 
Catholic and he believes that all of his sins 
have been forgiven. 

For breakfast Wednesday Clay ate a 
slice of ham, three fried eggs, three corn- 
meal cakes, a plate of fried potatoes and 
drank a pot of coffee. Then he smoked a 
« gar and buckled on his wooden leg. Af- 
ter that he called for a bill of fare, and 
this is what he ate for dinner: 

Roast duck with jeily, toast; roast sir- 
loin of beef, brown potatoes, sweetbreads 
with dressing, young radishes, celery and 

reen onions; coffee with a drop of brandy; 
emon pie and layer cake, nute. 

He asked for turkey, but there was none 
on the bill of fare. Nearly every one who 
called on h.m gave him a cigar, shook 
hands with him and asked him how he 
wee feeling. He always said, ‘“Purty 

The gallows will be oiled and tested 
Wednesday afternoon. Chief Deputy Sheriff 
Adolph Troll, assisted by Deputy Andy 
Langford, will have charge of the execu- 
tion. Jailer Huebler, who is experienced 
in making executions, will give instructions. 

The rope that was made for the gypsy, 
Andrew Worten will be used for Clay. The 
test will be a drop of six feet with a 130 
pound sandbag. 

Sheriff Henry Troll will enter the jail 
shortly before 6 a. m., Thursday, and will 
read the death warrant to Clay. When that 
is finished, the march to the gallows will 
take place. The execution will be but a mat- 
ter of a few minutes. Father McErlane is 
expected to walk with Clay to the scaffold 
and give him the last benediction of the 
Catholic Church.

Railway Magnate Assures Members of 
the Council That He Never Spoke 
Disrespectfully of Them. 


It had been a long time since John Scul- 


Council, but he was at Tuesday’s session 
and came early. 
There was a special meeting of the com- 
mittee on railroads at 3:30 o’clock and it 
was supposed that the street railway mag- 
nate had some business before it, but he 
had not. 
One of the first men to greet him as he 
entered Secretary Graves’ office was Col. 
Ed Butler, who is not nearly as frequent a 
visitor to the municipal legislative cham- 
bers as he used to be. 

“Why, I thought you had grown too good 
and virtuous to be seen in this unholy pre- 
cinct,” said Col, Butler, with a twinkle in 


his eye. 

“Tt is because of the unwarranted mis- 
representations of myself by a morning 
paper in that regard that I am here now,” 
was the rather serious reply of Col. Scullin. 
“T was never more amazed and hurt in my 
life when I read what purported to be an 
interview with me last Sunday. I deemed 
it my duty to come here and personally 
assure Counciimen and Delegates, whom 
I was made to reflect on in that alleged 
interview, that I newer said such things 
to a representative of that paper, but on 
the other hand refused to be interviewed 
on the subject of street railway franchises.”’ 
“Then you are not the great reformer 
you have been represented to be?” said 
Col. Butler, 

“IT never posed as a reformer,” said Mr. 
Scullin, ‘‘nor do I relish being written down 
a fool. 

Several members of the Council arrived, 
and Mr. Scullin spent a busy half‘ hour ex- 
plain.ng that he didn’t say it. 

“I gave you credit for more business 
sense and fairness,” said ‘Councilman 
Uthoff. 

‘But you know we public men,’ chimed in 
Speaker Lehmann, “have to submit to a 
whole lot of drubbing, and railroad presi- 
dents come under that head.”’ 

President Meier evidently took it for 
granted that Mr. Scullin was on hand to 
get a finger in the railway franchise pie, 
and significantly asked: ‘“‘When are you 
going to build that Gravois road exten- 
sion ’?’’ : 

‘Whenever you ordinance-makers give me 
a franchise,’’ replied Mr. Scullin. “I have 
no bill before the Assembly for that or any 
other purpose. I asked for that franchise 
two years ago, because the people inter- 
ested requested me to do so, but the As- 
sembly concluded that as the Southern 
Electric had a franchise to bu'‘ld out that 
way it would be unfair for me to so nearly 
parallel them. It would be an expensive 
piece of road to me to go out Gravois road 
to King’s highway or the city limits, and 
though I could put it in operation in sx 
months, it would not pay back the cost in 
ten years, but the people there want it, and 
I hold that in view of the privileges I enjoy 
in South St. Louis I should accommodate 
that section, whether it pays or not. I shall 
not again ask for the franchise. If the peo- 
ple interested want to hold me to my prom- 
ise to build the extension, and they come 
here and get the franchise, I will build it 
otherwise it will remain open territory.” —
